There is Unbalanced Educational Supply and 
Demand for Computer Science 

• Nine in ten parents want their child to study computer science, but only one in 
four schools teach computer programming. 

• Computing makes up 2/3 of projected new jobs in STEM (Science, 
Technology, Engineering, and Math). 

• Computing occupations are among the highest-paying jobs for new 
graduates. Yet fewer than 3% of college students graduate with a degree in 
computer science, and only 8% of STEM graduates are in computer science. 

• In 22 states, computer science classes don’t count toward math or science 
high school graduation requirements, (including MA and Arlington) 

• Only 22 percent of AP Computer Science students are women. Only 13% are 
Black/African American or Hispanic/Latino. 



Exposure to Computer Science Matters 


■ Students that take AP CS are 8 times more likely to major in CS. 

■ In the summer of 2010, Google surveyed a sample of its US 
employees about exposure to CS prior to college. 

• Nearly all CS majors (98%) reported being exposed to CS prior 
to college, compared to less than half of non-CS majors (45%). 
The nature of the exposure varied from reading about CS, after¬ 
school programs or camps, to middle or high school CS classes. 

• Those who went on to major in CS were more likely than non¬ 
majors to have had a CS class offered in their high school. 

• CS majors were more likely to have known that CS was a 
possible career path when they were in high school.

STATISTICS: 

There have been to be 51,774 nursing encounters and meetings thus for in 
the 9 schools this year. A handful of these encounters include Menotomy 
Preschool and visits to the Millbrook program on Academy Street. Please 
note that Millbrook in the latter part of this report. 

Hardy has done wonderfully in decreasing their student encounters in the 
nurses office due to the collaboration of Coro Dalton, the Hardy Nurse, 
Deb Bermudes, OT and Alison Cox, SW with the encouragement of the 
Principal, Kristin DeFroncisco. They worked closely on Mindfulness 
programs with tremendous results. 

Hardy hod 3785 encounters lost year and is projected to hove 1530 this 
year, o statistically significant decrease. 

Ottoson hod 8326 student encounters and is projected to hove 9109 this 
year. The majority of this change is due to students with diabetes.

Next year requirement by state, two grade levels. We hove picked the 
recommended grade levels of 7^^ and 10^^. We piloted the 7^^ grade this 
year with the cooperation of Phys. Ed and the Vice Principals. This takes 
at least two weeks, each screening lasting a minimum of 5 minutes for 
assessment and education. Ivy Loplonte from the AYSHC was 
instrumental in the coordination of efforts and it went extremely well. Low 
probability of concern equated to low rote of positive screening.

FIELD TRIPS: 

APS has to send a nurse on field trips with students who hove serious 
medical conditions requiring assessment and possible medical treatment 
or medications. Our students with medical conditions hove been 
increasing yearly. If a parent of that child attends the field trip, then the 
nurse is not required. There hove been numerous field trips requiring a 
nurse due to the increase in students with diabetes this year and parents 
who ore not attending said field trips. The cost of o nurse ranges from 
$150 to $350/trip depending on whether we con procure a Per diem nurse 
or on agency nurse. Our deportment has been thus for absorbing the 
costs. 

ICC GRANT: 

Lauren Connors ICC nurse focusing on students with Diabetes. Student 
with diabetes (DM), type I went from 9 at the beginning of this academic 
year to 16 currently. Next year is projected to be the some, if not more. 
Lauren shared our statistics with DPH at a meeting this April and they wont 
us to publish our progress. 

Our Continuous Guolity Improvement survey reveals that these students 
need to come to the nurse’s office less frequently, keeping them in class. 

It also reveals that their absences ore rarely related to their diagnosis, 
unless they ore newly diagnosed. 

We hove iPods in all of the nurses offices to allow for monitoring of blood 
glucose levels for those students with continuous glucose monitors 
(CGM’s). Only one brand is FDA approved. Only issue was with WI-FI, but 
we always hove bock up plans so no student with DM is at risk. 

MILLBROOK: 

Nurses mode multiple trips to Millbrook, on Academy Street, to assess 
students and/or give medications (to include doily and PRN’s). This con 
put a tremendous strain on the department and a protocol will need to 
be in place to support nursing office during these trips. Example: Ottoson 
to Millbrook student needing doily medication around noon-time, some 
time that the students with diabetes come into the nurses office. Hod to 
utilize per diem nurses os well os myself on days with limited nursing 
coverage. 


Small Details to Note: 


This year we have been fartunate enaugh ta have a rabust per- 
diem staff. This can be unpredictable, given the law pay 
campared ta haspital per-diem nursing salaries. 

New Hires this year have been daing wanderfully this year. (Which 
has made it ane at the best years in the department in my apinian). 

Many at the nurses an staff are cantinuing their graduate level 
educatian at variaus academic instituticns. 

DPH Evaluaticn ccmmittee every mcnth this year with Bastan 
University discussing research far next year. 

We are currently cverseeing a small grant tram DPH far Samerville 
and are cansidered their partner schaal. 

DPH grant cavered cantinuing educatian far nurses all year, 
including a Saturday caurse tram Jaslin an diabetes in the schaals. 


We cantinue ta callabarate with mast at the private schaals in the 
district tc make sure they are up ta date an current DPH guidelines 
and act as cansult.

Mr. Thielman welcomed Jason Levey, AEA President and Matt Coleman to the meeting. 

Public Participation

Math Curriculum Presentation 

Mr. Matt Coleman, Director of Math for K-12 provided an update on the goals for the current 
year and on Response Training Initiative RTI and spoke how the Math coaches work with 
students, regular education and special education teachers on implementing new curriculum and 
long term planning and are working in cycles on professional development and lessons with all 
level teachers. Mr. Coleman commented that students are looking for more computer science 
courses especially for those in Grade 6-8.
